called for study of housing needs 
that makes ‘ good econom ic and 
political as well as social sense.” 
Citing im provement in the quality 
of the national house stock in the 
past decade, he called for m ore 
specific study of housing condi­ 
tions. and a reduction in land and 
housing costs. 
G ray outlined five m anagem ent 
philosophies, called for applying 
the individualistic

of 
development within m anagem ent.

Venus Fog-Shrouded Mystery 


By United Press Internationa! 
Venus is • fog-shrouded sphe-e 
of mystery spinning through spate 
in an orbit between 160 millicn 
and 26 million miles from earth 


Named after the Roman goc 
dess of love, the planet has al­ 
most completely defied efforts of 
astronomers to probe its furtace 


T H E PLANET Is considered of 
great interest because scientists 
feel there is a possibility it ma; 
either sustain human life or be 
somewhat similar to the earth. 
The planet is 
slightly smaller 
than earth, witli an estimated di­ 
ameter of 7,700 miles. 
It moves around the sun at an 
average distance 
of (7 
million 
miles in 225 days. 


T H E PLANET, like the earth, 
is enveloped in an atmosphere, 
but unlike the earth the clouds ap­ 
pear to form a complete wrap­ 
ping around its surface. 
Venus shines with a dazzling 
light because of the great inten­ 
sity of the solar radiation present. 
This radiation is almost twice the 
amount on the earth's surface. 
The atmosphere of the p 1 a n e t 
appears to consist mainly of car­ 
bon dioxide. For some time it was 
believed it contained no free oxy­ 
gen or water vapor. 


BUT IN 1959 a telescope sent to 
an altitude of about 100.000 feet 
indicated that both 
free oxygen 
and water vapor were present, 
according to American scientists. 
This discovery has not been com­ 
pletely confirmed. 
Scientists estimate that w i t h 
free oxygen and water v a p o r 
present. Venus, 
because of 
its 
nearness to the sun, would be a 
steaming jungle. 


PREVIOUSLY IT 
had b e e n 
thought that its surface was noth­ 
ing but a desert. 
The latest observations also in­ 


dicate that the planet does have 
seasons. 
The 
current 
estimates 
p l a c e its daytime tem perature 
range from about 212 
F., 
t h a 
boiling point of water, on its sun­ 
ny side, to about 10 degrees F. 
on its dark side.

HL WON’T BE alone in space. 
There a re 17 satellites now or­ 
biting ea rth and sun, 15 of them 
A m erican. Ten U. S. spacecraft 
a re still transm itting One of the 
tw o big sputniks still up is mute 
But the chances are rem ote that 
th a astronaut 
will see any of 
them and beyond the lim its of 
chance th at he will collide with 
one 
The thick hide of th« bell - 
shaped capsule is believed able 
to survive any peppering from 
celestial debris — grain - sized 
m eteor - like rubbish whose chief 
danger lies in the wallop they 
c a n deliver because uf the speed 


at w hich they fly. A m eteorite 
the size of a g ra in of sand, tra­ 
veling at speeds up to 160.000 
MPH. packs 100 tim es the punch 
of a 
bullet shot from a 
'tigh 
pow ered rifle. 


IF ALL GOES well, h e ’ll be 
too busy to bother about heaven- 
scrapm g traffic jam s. A stronaut 
Don Slayton. A ir F orce Captain, 
put it laconically at a m eeting 
of the Society of E xperim ental 
Test P ilo ts in Los Angeles: 


“ If everything w orks perfect, 
the p ilo t’s (astro n au t's) task will 
be q u ite simple. He can devote 
the e n tire time of flight to ob­ 
serving 
and analyzing his and 
the v ehicle's reaction to space 
travel 
an d should 
return 
with 
an excellent idea of m an 's ca p a­ 
bilities in a space environm ent. 


“ If a chain of failure should 
occur to such things as pres- 
surization. autopilot, com m unica­ 
tions. a n d 
flight 
instrum ents, 
the ta sk 
would 
becom e 
quite 
com plicated but not beyond the 
pilot’s capabilities to cope w ith 
— and w e would have an even 
b etter id e a of m an s abilities in 
space.” 


LT. R O B ER T B. Voas. USN. 
assigned to the a stro n a u ts as a 
training 
officer, 
suggests other 
w ays the astronaut will kill tim e 
in space. 
“ He w ill be required to m ake 
evaluation* of the v ehicles’ func­ 
tion and p erfo rm a n ce,” V oas be­ 
gins. “ H e will 
re p o rt 
to 
the 
ground 
a ll 
indications 
of the 
vehicle's perform ance. He m ust 
investigate 
m aneuver 
which 
w ere not provided for o r an ti­ 
cipated in advance. He is to ob­ 
serv e the space environm ent in 
w hich he travels, including the 
heavenly bodies an d the earth 
below him . He m ust bring back 
inform ation which w ill be valu­ 
ab le to earthbound scientists in 
such area s a s astronom y, m ete­ 
orology, geophysics, and so forth. 
He must provide m edical data 
for analysis of the h um an physio­ 
logical responses to 
the space 
en v iro n m en t.” 


TH E ASTRONAUTS 
do not 
talk much 
about failure. They 
have all exam ined th e charred 
and 
b attered 
rem ains 
of the 
capsule w hose Atlas b o oster blew 
up at 30.000 feet on an unm an­ 
ned test la st July. 
W hat 
has 
been reco v ered from th e A tlan­ 
tic and reassem bled is a m a ca­ 
bre m ess fit 
to 
m ake 
strong 
m e n ’s sto m a ch s sink. 
B ut the a stro n a u ts study the 
p atch y skeleton with th e d etach­ 
m en t of 
d o c to rs 
exam ining 
a 
co rp se 
and 
diagnosing 
the 
stren g th s and w eaknesses it once 
held. Each seem s convinced that 
if he had b ee n aboard the cap ­ 
sule, the ca tastro p h e w ould nev­ 
er h av e happened. 


N EV ER A 
DAY p asses that 
fails to see th em doing some 
thing to sh a rp e n their know ledge 
of th e m ission, better them sel­ 
ves, and red u ce the chances of 
catastro p h e to a m inim um . 
T h ey have b ee n assisted g reat­ 
ly in th e q u e it by the develop- 


m ent of a super or space age 
Link T rainer, the classic ground­ 
ed classroom of a generation of 
pilots. 
In this sim ulator an exact dup­ 
licate of the capsule in which 
they hope to orbit earth and re­ 
turn. the astronaut can obtain an 
eerily realistic 
preview of his 
voyage. Sealed ¡n, often in his 
fully flying suit 
and strapped 
securely to his contoured couch, 
he is presented with just about 
every known or im agined prob 
leni he m ay 
eventually 
face 
These problem s 
are 
given 
to 
him by a staff of projectm en 
outside the capsule. 


OPERATING TH EIR electron­ 
ic consoles, they send one d ia­ 
bolical 
m essage 
of em ergency 
or despair after another to the 
instrum ent 
boards in the cap­ 
sule — and study the reaction? 
of the astronaut, the corrective 
move* he m akes, the length of 
tim e it takes him to adjust and 
readjust, and the point at w hich 
he pushes what the astronaut? 
jokingly call the “ chicken but 
ton” — m eaning an abort. 
The chosen seven m ust pon 
der. too. their ability to cope 
with what will 
be about 
four 
hours of zero grav ity —W eight­ 
lessness. None has known m ore 
than one nunute of this state, 
induced 
by 
centrifugal 
force 
w arring 
evenly 
w ith 
gravity, 
which 
enables 
them 
to hover 
above their seat*. 


THIS IS AN unknown akin to 
the fears expressed in Colum 
bus's time that if he voyaged 
too far w estw ard he would fall

Aviation m edicine's top experts 
hesitate to speak with positive 
assurance on the effect on m an s

THESE 
ARE 
questions

which m an cannot have answ ers 
until the astronauts go up there 
and find out. 
“ We’re talking through the m ost 
expensive hat in history unless 
we learn soon w hether m an can 
live in a w eightless s ta te ,” M er­ 
cury's Lt. Col. “ Shorty” Pow ers 
states. 
Man s not going any­ 
w here in space until th a t's set­ 
tled.” 
The men keep th eir doubts to 
them selves, if indeed they have 
doubts. But now and then m is­ 
givings em erge. 
F o r 
exam ple, 
they have 
found

from the capsule as it bobbles 
on a real or sim ulated high sea 
is most trying. G etting out of the 
Jieck of the bell - shaped space­ 
craft has been com pared to try ­ 
ing to pull one’s clenched fist 
out of a Ball M ason ja r.

Many, 
mostly those with an old - world 
heritage deplore this condition and 
are willing to help better the situa­ 
tion. given the opportunity. 
False standards of “ fashionable” 
art ideas are followed and promot­ 
ed giving the young a decadent 
and deceiving idea of true art. Art 
is beauty and beauty is truth. 
Truth is very old and very old- 
fashioned but it is the only ideal 
to follow. Anything else leads down 
a blind alley. New ideas are splen­ 
did, but they must be based on 
logic and straight thinking not only 
for emoluments. 
The glory that was Greece and 
the power that was Rome is re­ 
membered through its philosophers 
its architects and artists w h i l e 
the names of the kings and rulers 


under which they lived have long 
been forgotten.

Roy F . St. Leon, P alm D esert 
real estate m an and chairm an of 
the Council, agreed with Dewey, 
stating: 
"I w as called by a re ­ 
p o n e r and asked to com m ent up­ 
on incorporation. I told him that 
the Council had reached no con­ 
clusions of any kind.
